Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 51; they are 5 fewer than in the 
previous week, and are equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 1:4 per thousand. 
These deaths include 3 from measles; 5 from scarlet fever; 9 from diphtheria; 18 from 
whooping-cough ; 3 from enteric fever ; and 13 from diarrhceas, of which 8 were of children of 
less than two years old. Compared with the returns of the previous week, deaths from diphtheria 
are‘5 fewer, from whooping-cough 2 fewer, and from scarlet fever 1 fewer, but those from measles, 
enteric fever, and diarrhceas were each 1 more. The death-rate from these causes varied from 
4-2 in Perth, and 2°7 in Dundee, to 0°6 in Aberdeen, and 0°7 in Greenock. There were 2 deaths - 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis registered in Glasgow during the week. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 130; they are 32 more than in 
the previous week, but 2 less than in the corresponding week of last year, 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 104; they are 2 more than in the 

- previous week, but 9 fewer than in the corresponding week of. last year. Deaths of persons of 
over sixty-five numbered 148 ; they are 26 more than in the previous week.
